The American’ Air Power Co. controls 
both the Hardie and Hoodiey motors, and 
is capitalized at $7,000,000.

Compressed air as a motive power ante- 
dates electricity. In 1879 an air-motor car 
Was run in New York, and subsequent ex- 
periments were made in Europe. No im- 
portant results followed. The compréssing 
appardtus was far from perfect and great 
trouble was experienced by the heating of 
the air during the compressing process and 
by its freezing when expanded. To Robert 
Hardie, a mechanical engineer of Rome, N.

He Admits the Embezzlement and Says 
He Took the Money for a Legiti- 
mate Purpose—Will Be Re- 
turned to New York.

Roy Beaudry, a handsome and educated 
New Yorker, 28 years old, and exception- 
ally well dressed, passed a dreary New 
Year’s in a holdover cell at the Four Courts. 

Beaudry is wanted in New York City for 
embezzling $1500 from the Long Island 
Railway Co., where he held an important 
position. Monday he was in charge of In- 
spector Carr Lucey of the American Surety 
Co., which was on Beaudry’s bond. 

Beaudry admits he'is guilty, but says he 
thought his friends had made the shortage 
good. When he learned such was not the 
case he gave himself up. 

There is much of the gentleman in Beau- 
day’s appearance. He is more than six 
feet tall, well built, of fine physique, with

a good color and clear eye. His hair is 
black and his rather slight mustache is 
also black. He has large, dark brown 
eyes that do not evade one and his lan- 
guage denotes refinement. 

‘“T took the money,” said nrocenged § ‘and 
it si all gone. I ‘have not a cent of it left. 
And yet I hope I am not a crimina: I 
know why I took the money, but f will not 
now speak of that. I did not mean to 
steal. If I had I would have made it worth 
my while, for I handled $60,000. every 
day and I could have got away with tkat 
amount as easily as I did the paltry sum I 
took. 

The prisoner comes from one of New 
York’s» influential families. He was in 
charge of the three passenger offices of 
the Long Island Railroad in New York and 
handled on an average $50,000 a day. He is 
married, and when his trouble came he 
left a wife and three children in a comfort- 
able home in New York. 

One day early last October he wrote a

“T never played a race. I never was 
drunk. And I have never spent a cent on 
any woman other than my wife since I mar- 
ried, three years ago.

THE PARIS TREATY MAY 
FAIL IN THE SENATE. 


VEST, COCKRELL, JONES AND 
CHILTON DECLINE TO TAKE 
BRYAN’S ADVICE. 


MAY PREVENT A VOTE 
AT THIS SESSION. 


Many Senators Are Primed for 
Lengthy Speeches and the Debate 
May Last Six Weéks, Thus 
Postponing Action.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2—The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent asked Senator Davis, 
Chairman of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, yesterday, if, in his opinion, the 
treaty of peace will be ratified at this ses- 
Sion, 

“I hope so,’ said he. “I have not had 
an opportunity of conferring with all of 
my colleagues, but the best informed Sena- 
tors tell me that We have sufficient votes 
to insure speedy ratification.” 

“Would you be disappointed if the treaty 
went over?” 


The Serator said he did not care to be | 


quoted furtner. It is evident, however, 
that he js disturbed over the outlook. 

When Mr. Bryan left Washington’ on 
Dec, 21 he seemed convinced that .the 
Democrats would stay in line, but since 
his departure great bundles of letters, pe- 
titions and memorials from Democrats and 
Republicans evrywhere have been arriv- 


ing daily protesting against the acquisition 


of the Philippines. 
Men like Gorman, James K. Jones, Cock. 
rell, Vest, Chilton and Bate, who refused 


to take Mr. Bryan’s advice, have con- 
ducted a quiet campaign against the treaty, 
with the result that many Democratic Sen- 
ators who Mr. Bryan believed would vote 
for the treaty have changed their ntinds. 

The opponents of expansion hope to pre- 
vent a vote at the present session. 

Senator Caffery informed the Post-Dis- 
patch corresponaent to-day that the pros. 
pects for preventing a vote were never 
better. 

Senator Hale, who left Washington a few 
days ago, said the opponents o conquest 
were never in better shape, Senator James 
K. Jones assures the Post-Dispatch that 
the provision in the treaty providing for 
taking the Philippines will be defeated if 
the Democratic strength is not again jim- 
paired. 

A report was circulated yesterday that 
Senator John P. Jones of Nevada had said 
he would vote aga‘nst the treaty.

BATTLE AGAINST TRUSTS, 


People of the Northwest Anxious to 
Make Anti-Monopoly the Issue

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Senator R. F.

“T am more than ever convinced that one 
of the t issues of the next campaign, 
tf not, indeed, the greatest issue, will be 
trusts and combinations of capital illegally 
organized in restraint of trade. The party 
which goes before the country in opposi- 
tion to these trusts and pledging itself to 
the enactment and enforcement of a rigid 
anti-trust law will win. 

“The people of the Northwest are 
aroused on this question, end even men of 
large capital are comsidering the subject 
sectoualtr. Italked with ene railroad man 
who has hitherto been a Kepublican, but 
will ally himself with the party that 
thakes this issue. This man is. the Presi- 
dent of a great railroad. He has built his 
road without the use of watered stock.

“The situation at Ilollo is grave. Fifteen

@ suburb of Lloilo. Seventeen thousand 
more, it is reported, are awaiting orders to 
embark at several points on the Island of 
Negros, 15 hours’ eail from Iloilo. All 
‘women have withdrawn. and many fatnilles 
have taken refuge with the Americans. The 
rebels, after a consultation, insist upon in- 
action until Gen. Aguinaldo shail have been 
heard from. General Milier, when this de- 
mand was first made, declined to concede 
them time, and insisted upon an answer 
‘being given him by noon vo-day. At the 
@ame time he gave assurances that Hves 
and property would be protected. 

“The foreign residents then petitioned 
General Miller to grant the extension. de- 
sired od A the rebels, as a fight would cause 
oe loss. This also General Muller 
refused 


At the designated time a native commis- 
sion again boarded the United States trans- 
port Newport and asked for delay, saying 
that they were unable to contro! the army 
which commanded the eity and the sur- 
rounding country. Gen, Miller refused, 
and prepared to land forces, sending an 
emissary back to Manila for instructions. 

“The rebels are strengthening their po- 
@ition, and are preparing to resist. The 
streets of lloilo are full of armed. soldiers, 
who are constantly entering in every di- 
rection. There is great excitement, which 
is increased by the appearance of the gun- 
boat El Cano, flying the Spanish flag. The 
public buildings, churches and boats along 
the river are filled with rebels.

Curtis and Guffin Refuse to Recognize 
Sherman’s Supremacy and Will

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. —As the 
beurs grow less unt#l the convening of the 
General Assembly the election of Judge 
Sherman as Speaker of the House seems 
more assured. 

It is now openly stated in both political 
camps that the Administration ‘favors 
Sherman. 

It is known that the Governor's personal 
relations with both Curtis and Guffin have 
been most friendly, but another feature of 
the contest made it important that Sher- 
man be elected.

Neither Curtis nor Guffin admits that

sively settled in the caucus. No new can- 
didates have ‘appeared. The caucus will 
be held at 2 o’clock to-morrow afternoon, 
‘instead of to-morrow evening, as hws been 
the custom for a number of vears past. 

It seems likely that Representative Mc- 
Gorty will be tne Democratic nominee for 
Speaker, Certain it is that Cook County 
will get the leader of the minority, unless 
there is a failure to agree on a candidate. 
MecGorty’s friends say that he will have 
practically all of the Cook County mem- 
bers.

TOPEKA. Kan., Jan. 2.—Fearing that the 
new railroad bill passed by both houses of 
the Legtslature will not stand in the courts 
Gov. Leedy has called a conference of the 
Populist Steering Committe with a view to 
changes in the bill and its re-enactment 
under the suspension of the rules.

ADVICE TO MOTHERS. 


_THE INFANT'S CRY.—The French author, M, 
Vallelx, bas divided the ery of the ehild into the 
ery proper and the return. The cry proper is given 
during eaprration. and the return during inspira- 
tion; and it really seems as though one could learn 
a great deal about the physical and mental condi- 
tion of the child, by merely considering the method 
of its only expression of its mental and bodily con- 
dition. In health the ery proper is sonorous and 
long. The return is shorter and sharper. This re- 
turn beveomes stronger as children advance in age, 
and im different stages of health the cry changes. 
If there is to a fatal termination of any dis- 
ease the return ceases, and the cry has a moapn- 
ing or murmuring character, pitiful to bear. 


ABOUT RBREATHING.—The respiration of a 
baby from two months to two years should aver- 
age 35 a 'ninute; and from two years to six years 
the average i8 18 during sleep and 28 when awake. 
Variations from 35 to 45 under one year should 
cause no sort of anxiety, provided the child dves 
not cry with pain as it breathes. 


DRESSING THE BARBY.—The dressing of the 
baby should be done at a regular hour every morn- 
ing. The mother or nurse should be entirely alone.

CUBAN GENERALS WITNESS 
THE SPANIARDS’ HUMILIATION. 


Short History of the Four Centuries 
cof Spanis.: Misrule, Now ‘For- 
ever Ended in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 


HAVANA, Jan, 2.—The American flag 
floats over every fort and public building 
in Havana to-day. . 

Spain rule its. ended and her red 
yellow ensign has been furled. 

The transfer of authority took place at 
noon yesterday. 

The form ef the transfer was simple, con- 
sisting only of an exchange of speeches 
in the salon of the palace, 
down of the Spanish flag and the raising

the change of flags. The raising of the 
stars and stripes was greeted with cheers 


by the ople who covered the roofs of 
the buildings around the palace and the 
plaza. 

No crowd was permitted to gather in the 
streets in the vicinity of the palace to wit- 
ness the epoch-making functions. At 9 
o'clock, a guard composed of the Second 
Battalion of the Tenth Infantry, marched 
into the Plaza de Armas, under command 
of Capt. Van Vliet and formed around the 
square. Captain-General Castellanos 
watched them with interest from the bal- 
cony of his apartments as they entered the 
square and were stationed at all the streeis 
approaching the plazza. No one was al- 
lowed to enter without a pass, and all the 
doors of the palace facing the square Were 
closed. Only those who 
could get on the rvofs and balcunics of 
houses in the neighborhood saw what was 
going on before the palace. 

With the.guard was the band of the 
Second Illinois regiment, which had been 
in the Seventh Army corps. 
Tenth Infantry. 

The weather was warm, the sun re agg 
at intervals through the light clouds, an 
the soldiers in blue who were forced to 
stand in the sun found the heat oppressive. 
The troops were formed in extended order 
around the square, three paces apart and 
the band was massed in front of the palace 
entrance across the street, at the edge 
of the park, 7 


Br'g.-Gen. Clous. the master of cere- 
monies of the day, at 10:30 o’clock issued 
instructions to officers who were to take 
charge of the various departments of the 
government at 12 o'clock. Col. Dudley was 
assigned to the department of justice, of- 
fice of the secretary of the Capta:n-General; 
meG). ch We. V¥ ennon, Adjutant of the 
department, to the department of commerce 
and agriculture; Col. T. U. Bliss of the 
commissary department, to the treasury; 
Capt. Frank B. Hanna, Assistant Adjutant. 
General, to the department of public in- 
struction, and Col. Dunwoody of the s.gnal 
corps to the public works department. Eaca 
of these officers was instructed thus: 

“On the firing of the last gun of the first 
21 at noon, you are to go to the place as- 
signed you and demand possession of the 
oftice in the name of the United States.”’ 

These orders were given under the arcade 
of the palace. Bach officer had with him a 
Cuban interpreter, a group of whom etood 
by, in dark clothes and wearing silk hats. 

In a carriage nearby were the American 
flags, which were to be raised at various 
points. 

At 11:10, Major-General Wade and Maj. 
Butler of the American Evacuation Com- 
mission, arrived from E] Vedado, on horse- 
back, accompanied by their staffs. They 
were met by Brigadier-General Clous and 
Maj. T. Bentley Mott of Gen. Ludlow’s 
statf. About the same moment, Lucien J. 
Jerome, British Vice Consul, arrived here. 
He was warmly greeted by the American 
officers. 

Major-General John R. Brooke, Governor 
of Cuba, and Major-General Ludlow, Gov- 
ernor of the City of Havana, accompanied 
by their staffs, arrived at half-past 11 in 
carriages—Gen Brooke and Gen. Adna R. 
Chaffee, Gen. Brooke’s chief of staff, in the 
first carriage. In each of the other car- 
riages rode a Cuban General with American 
officers. The Cubans were Gens. Lacret, 
Marjo Menocal, Mayia Rodriguez, Serafin 
Sanchez, Jose Miguel Gomez, Nodarte, Ra- 
fael De Cardenas, Agramente and Vidal 
and Col. Valiente. As the carriages drove 
up the second company of the 38th Spanish 
Infantry. under command of Col. Don Ra- 
fael Salamanca, presented arms, and the 
American band started up with “The Stars 
and Stripes Forever,’’ the Spanish Colonel 
saluting. 

At 11:45, Maj.-Gen. Lee, Military Governor 
of the Province of Havaga, with his staff, 
joined Gen. Brooke. The iatter then crossed 
the street to the palace, Gen. Lee on one 
side of him and Gen. Chaffee on the other, 
followed by the other American Generals 
and the Cuban officers. The Cubans wore 
dark blue uniforms, brown felt hats and 
gray gloves, and they carried machetes. 

A flourish of trumpets greeted the pro- 
cession, and the Spanish troops presented 
arms as the Americans entered the palace. 
The Cubans remained outside until escorted 
in by members of Gen. Brooke's staff, the 
Spanish soldiefy remaining all the while at 
“present arms.’ As soon as all were with- 
in the Spanish troops formed in column of 
fours and marched around the right side of 
the plaza to the docks, while the band of 
the Becond Illinois Volunteers played the 
Spanish ‘‘Royal March.”’ 

On entering the palace, the American 
generals went to the salon facing the plaza, 
which is on the second floor. It is a lofty 
chamber decorated with mirrors of deep 
gilt frame, white satin draperies and the 
scarlet arms of Spain over each door and 
window. Here were gathered the members 
of the Captain General's staff, Col. Gelpt, 
Lieut.-Cols Belled, Girauta and Bonitas, 
Maj. Priego, Capt. Ritene and Capts. Adolfo 
and Ramon Castellanos,sons of the Captain 
General. Lieut.-Capt. Castellanos was at 
this time in a private room off the throne 
room. He had given a farewell breakfast 
to members of his staff and had spent the 
rest of the morning virtually alone, look- 
ing at the Americans from the balcony. 
The Americans now grouped themselves 
near a large morror between the two 
central windows, the Spanish staff being on 
the right. while on the left were the Amer- 
jean staffs, the Cuban generals and the 
correspondents 

Suddenly Captain General Castellanos en- 
tered tho salon without ceremony from the 
left, and greeted Gen. Brooke and others. 
After shaking hands, Gen. Brooke sat upon 
a sofa while Gen. Castellanos moved 
towards the group of Cuban generals. 
British Vice-Conaul Jerome introduced him 
to Gen. Mayia Rodriguez. Shaking both 
the hands of the Cuban officer, tn the usual 
Spanish fashion. Gen. CAstellanos sald: 

“We have been enemies, but respect 
rou for your correct attitudes and opinions, 

have pleasure in shaking your hand.”’ 

Gen odreguez replied: “I thank you, 
General. I feel sorry for the Spanish army 
which has defended the banner it was 
sworn to defend. I also have pleasure in 
shaking your hand.” 

Captain Generai Castellanos then took 
his position near Major General Brooke. 
The bugz of conversation on the American 
side of the chamber contrasted with the 
silence on the Spanish side.

Every- 
body knew that the American flag was be- 
ing raised on the staff on the roof of the 
palace by Maj. Butler, son of Gen. Butler 
and that the star and stripes was going 
up on the other official staffs in Havana. 
After this second silence the band on the 
plaza played “The Star Spangled Banner,” 
while the guns of the fleet and fortresses 
began to roar out the national salute of 
twenty-one guns, 

Immediately Captain General Castellanos 
handed the manuscript of his speech to 
Capt. Hart and began to speak. Amid tne 
strains of the band and the noise of the 
guns it was impossible to hear him. 

“Close the windows,” said some one, and 
the casements were closed, but the sound of 
the cheering still visibly disturbed the Cap- 
tain-General. 

Addressing himself to

MUCKENFUSS WITH’ THEM. 


Nothing Left for the St. Louis Stock- 
holders and Bondholders but to 
Fight Hard for Their Rights. 


The National League conspirators are no 
longer working under cover. 

Brush, Robison & Co. have at last come 
Out into the open and declared that they 
are going to capture the St. Louis Club by 
fair means or foul. 

They are not only going to hold up Von 
der Ahe, but every man, woman and child 
owning bonds in the St. Louis Club. 

The St. Louis people who, through love 


of the game and to help the cause of base- 
ball, bought bonds in the club believed 
their certificates were as good as gold, are 
to be “gold bricked” out ofgtheir property. 

At least this is the pian Brush, Robi- 
son & Co., and they will carry it out to the 
letter if the people who own the bonds 
and the St, Louis Club’s other property do 
not rise in their might and in open court 
fight such attempted invasion on their 
rights to the last ditch. 

An exposure of the Brush 
Co. plan in open court cannot fail but re- 
sult in the total rout of the conspirators. 


From New comes word that Muckenfuss, 
the receiver of the St. Louts Club, is work- 
ing with the Brush, Robison & Co. crowd 
to turn the property over to the outsiders. 

This information is conveyed ‘here by a 
dispatch from New York which reads: 

“The League has so far recognized Muck- 
enfuss as the legal representative of the 
St. Louis Club, That means that even 
should Von der Ahe and his friends or any 
other St. Louis combine succeed in buying 
the club at the receiver's sale the League 
would undoubtedly withhold the franchise. 
In other words, the League has come to the 
conclusion that baseball in St. Louis must 
boom, and that a winner there is neces- 
cary.” : 


_Under the pretense, therefore, that all 
they are coming here for is to boom the 
game these outsiders propose ttaking pos- 
session of the St. Louis Ciub’s property 
and running things here to suit themselves. 
They, in other words, are going to obtain 
possession of the Sit. Louis franchise with- 
out paying a penny for it, and in doing that 
they are going to make the bonds in the 
club worthless and to also leave its stock. 
holders with nothing on hand but a mort- 
gaged baseball park and a lot of debts, 


The same authority in New York who has 
stated that Muckenfues is working with 
Brush, Robison & Co., to deprive the St. 
Louis peop.e of their rights, says: ‘The 
scheme of Brush to get possession of the 
St.Louis franchise without paying for it has 
been worked before. In 1891 Albert J. John- 
son and others bought the Cincinnati Nu- 
tional League Club from Aaron Stern with 
the idea that the franch'se went with it. 
Johnson paid $40,000 for the club and play- 
ers. The league not only refused to give 
him a franchise, but also handed one to 
John T, Brush, who immediately put the 
present Cincinnati Club in shape. Johnson 
wia8 beaten in the courts and dropped the 
above amounts. Ever since then he’ has 
kept studiously gut of baseball. When he 
read of the muddle in St. Louis the other 
day he was quoted as saying that the man 
who bought that club at the receiver's sale 
should first find out in black and white 
whether he could get a franchise. A strong 
club in St. Louis will, according to the wise 
men,. boom the game, and the magnates, 
therefore, want to see such a thing come to 
pass."’ 


In the same way as he deprived Johnson 
of his rights, Brush is coming here to take 
away property belonging to St. Louis peo- 
ple. An attempt to dodge the main issue 
is made by stating that the fight is one 
between Von. der Ahe on the one side and 
Brush, Robison & Co. on the other, and that 
the latter Le gems ogy good baseball and Von 
der Ahe bad, As arematter of fact, Von 
der Ahe cuts very little figure in the pro- 
ceedings. His holdings in the St. Louis 
baseball club are now small compared to 
the interest held by the bondholders and 
Stockholders. It is a question now of out- 
siders trying to rob them of their rights 
and property, and under the cifcumstances 
every loyal ‘St. Louisan must take their 
side of the question. The outsiders count 
on taking possession after Thursday, when 
the case will be passed on by Judge Spen- 
cer. They believe he will order the property 
sold then at receiver's sale. By their 
actions and declarations they hope to 
frighten off prospective purchasers and 
to buy in the property for a song. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the St. Louis 
courts and the people who own the bonds 
and sto¢ksa in the corporation are to be as 
easily frightened as these outside basebal] 
porates hope for and the day of reckoning 
s not far off.

HAD BETTER GO sLow. 


THE RULES GOVERNING CASE. 


—————— 


No Racing Is Permitted. in the Ken- 
tucky Latitude by Turf Congress in 
Jar.uary, February or December. 


The published statements that there 
would be winter racing at Louisville in 
defiance of the rules of Turf Congress has 
created a genuine sensation in turf circles, 

Especiall did. tne announcement create a 
commotion over at Cincinnati, where the 
secretary’s office of the Turf Congress is 


located. 
| Secretary Hopper is away in California 
but His assistant, John Dillon, is at home, 


and he was loud in asserting that if any 
winter racing was attempted at Louisville 
all parties connected with the track would 
be outlawed, 


In the report sent out from Louisville 
concerning the plans of the new association 
it was stated that the racing would be con- 
ducted under the sanction of the Turf Con- 
gress. This cannot be done. If racing 
started at Louisville this winter every 
Fofficial owner, jockey..and trajser that 
takes part'in the «port Will be put under 
the ban of the Turf Congress and: barred 
fin the East and West. n other words, 
the meeting will be an “‘outlaw’’ one, the 
same as those conducted°at Wheeling and 
throughout the State of Pennsylvania this 


year, 


The reason this statement is made is due 
to the stringent rules governing the sub- 
ject. By-law No. 6 of the Turf Congress 
rules reals: 

“The Congress shall not recognize, or its 
members permit any racing in the United 
States east of the Rocky Mountains and 
north of latitude 35 degrees during the 
months of January, February or December 
of any year; nor shall y racing by e:ec- 
tric or other artificial Tight be recogn @:d 
or permitted anywhere or at any time of 
the year. For participating in any such 
meetng or racing, so prohibited, each mem- 
ber of the congress shall disqualify and 
thereafter exclude from engagement or 
participation in any meeting or racing held 
by it or upon its track, every person who 
shall act in any official capacity, or as 
bookmaker or pool seller; every owner or 
trainer who shall run any horse, and every 
porwr who shall ride the same; and ever 
1orse that shall run, or is owned, traine 
or under the control of any of the herein 
above mentioned persons. And if any as- 
sociation not a member of this congress 
shall permit any of the above disqualified 
persons or horses to participate in racing 
on its course, then we Ptapt oa. . = 
sons thereafter participating in its fra 
shall likewise be disqua ified. This rule shal 
also apply to all race tracks upon which 
racing takes place or is allowed. Members 
of the congress shall not book upon events 
on disqualified tracks and associations not 
members, so doing, shall be disqualified, 
and those persons and horses in any man- 
ner participating in the racing on the tracks 
thereof, shall be barred all privileges on 
the tracks of members of the congress. Any 
member of the congress knowingly failin 
to enforce the provisions of this article shall 


be expelled.” 


At Louisville on Sunday, Lum Smith, one 
of the projectors of the talked of enter- 
prise, said: 

“T anticipated some opposition on the 
part of the Turf Congress people. But if 
the Turf Congress does. not give us per- 
mission we will have the meeting anyway. 
The racing at Wheeling, Va., has been 
abandoned, and the horseowners there are 
eager to. go somewhere to race during the 
winter. Some of the horses have gone to 
Carnegie, Pa., where a winter meeting is 
in progress, but the majority of them will 
cee anne when they find that a winter 
meeting is to be conducted in Kentucky.”’ 


When told of what Assietant Secretary 
Dillon had to say on the subject, Mr. Si 
mons said: 

“We will conform to every rule of the 
Turf Congrese if it is in our power to do 
so. If the rules demand that we must 
have a mile track then we will have a 
mile track. There is plenty of room on 
my place for a mile track, and it will not 
take much more to build the track longer. 

“If there are any other requirements of 
the Turf Congress or Jockey Club we will 
get within them, for we are going to have 
a winter race meeting. Of course, if there’ 
are eome rules that we cannot follow, such 
as not allow! racing during the winter, 
as Assistant “Recretary Dillon mentions, 
then we will be compelled to conduct an 
outlaw track, but at present I cannot see 
anything but a legitimate race course; 
Please put it strong that we Intend to have 
everything regular and in conformity with 
the turf rules, for we do not want to an- 
tagonize any one. But, as I eaid before, if 
it is impossible to give_@ meeting with the 
sanction of the Turf Congress, then we'll 
give one without that sanction. 


So it will be seen by the above that Louls- 
ville, the real home of the thoroughbred, 
the largest city in the qreatekt racehorse 
State in the Union, is going to have winter 
racing. outlaw or no oullaW, and whether 
the Turf Congress likes it or not. Men in 
St. Louis, who have had more experience 
than any offers at the outlaw game, say 
the proposed meet at Lou eavilie, if given 
in oppose tion to the rf Congress, and run 
ae an “outlaw” is certain of failure.

The Rhode Island division of the League 
of American Wheelmen is one of the new 
divisions that is still in favor of controllin 
cycling on the track.

CREW OF THE TANK STEAMER 
VINDOBALA RESCUED IN 
MID-OCEAN. 


BRAVE FIGHT FOR FIVE DAYS. 


Vesse] Was Fast Sinking When Met, 
but All but One of the Crew 
Was Safely Transferred. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The American lin- 
er Paris has arrived here from Southamp- 
ton with 23 survivors of the tank line steam- 
er Vindobala, abandoned three days’ sail 
from the English coast, in latitude 49.29 
north, and longitude 31.29 west. One of 
the crew, a ship’s carpenter, was lost by

inability to hold the life line. 

The Vindobala was sighted Tuesday, Dec. 
7, flying signals of distress. ‘She was 
bound from Rouen, France, for Philadel- 
phia, in ballast. 

The rescued men are M. J. Clarke, mas- 


ter; A. Beckban, first officer; G. Bird, sec- ‘Officer Bradshaw, “and we

crew were cheered lustily and the reneudll 
men were well cared for by the g00 
people on the Paris. 

Capt. Clarke was the last man to leave 
his ship and did so with tears in his eyes. 
He saved the ehip’s papers and only gave 
up when it seemed certain that his vessel 
must sink. 

Capt. Clarke of the Vindobala is only 29 
years old. His crew say he is a fine Sea- 
man and ekipper, with as many resources 
as any man, old or young, that salls. 

‘We had good weather all along until 
Friday, Dec. 23," he says, ‘““‘when matters 
got ugly. On Friday night, about 11 o'clock 
it was reported to me that there was water 
in the middle compartment and that it was 
gaining upon the bilge pumps. We set to 
work at once, and at that time I had no 
idea that anything serious was. the mat- 
ter. I do not know even now where the 
trouble lay. 

“Well, the bilge pumps became choked 
and useless. Then we connected a hose on 
the fire-pump, made a temporary basket 
out of an empty can and started the 
pumps. These, too, choked after a time, 
and the hose collopsed with the heavy suc- 
tion. We then put the big petroleum pumps 
to work, and, as they are very powerful, 
ihey were effective for a time. Had -they 
not failed us, we might have saved the 
ship, but they, too, became clogged, and 
when we disconnected to clean them out, 
the water gained upon us in a threatening 
way. 

“The men did not become discouraged, 
and worked well, but everything seemed to 
go against us. After the water in the hold 
had extingu'shed the fire in the furnaces, 
we got up steam in the deck boiler. Then 
the after bulkhead collapsed, and that ren- 
dered any further efforts unavailing and 
we hoisted distress signals.”’

THE CIVIL SERVICE QUESTION. 


President Proctor Brings Forward 
Facts That Serve as Powerful 
Argument for the Merit System. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 2.—In an interview 
discussing the governing of colonies, given 
out here by Pres.dent Proctor of the Civil 
Service Commission, he says: 

“Having assumed the responsibility, which 
is a tremendous one, of giving good govern- 


ment to Hawaii, Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Fhilipp.nes, we must now decide whether 
we wiil give to these islands the old sys- 
tem Of partisan and personal government, 
Which has been accorded by Spa.n to her 
colonies for the past 40 years, and which 
has resulted, as has been well said, ‘in los- 
ing to Spain a world,’ or give them a gov- 
ernment such as England has given to her 
world-w.de dependencies, where all ap- 
pointments are made upon the basis of as- 
certained fitness, and wuich has resulted in 
g.Ving a stable and peaceful government to 
the colonial dependencies of, Great s#ritain, 

“It is fortunate that .we can contrast 
these two sysiems of colonial government 
and their results. Spain has fa.led, after 
400 years, to pacity Cuoa and 2,000 soldiers 
were insufficient to keep in subject.on a 
population of about 1,000,000, while in Cey- 
ion, governed by Engiand, a population of 
3,000,000, or nearly doubie the population of 
Cuba, is ruled w.thout difficulty, and Kng- 
land now has in Ceylon only 16bW Britsa 
soldiers. 

“it you take the British Colonial Reg- 
ister you wiil find that the Governor of 
Ceylon is a man who has been promoted 
up through all the different degrees ol! 
his profession in other colonies, thug at- 
taining eligibility tor promotion to this 
more important. The coilectors of customs 
and collectors of internal revenue in Cey- 
lon are men brought into the service by 
open, competitive examination and pro- 
moted from one post to another, until they 
reach these higher grades, and ail subordi- 
nates appointed in the same way, Kagiand 
controls, without troubie, the heterogene- 

and warlike population of British 
India. 

‘Prior to 1858 the spoils system prevailed 
in India, as it did in mngia@iud, ana resuited 
in constant wars, and uitimateiy in the 
disastrous mutiny of 1857. The following 
year i¢tngland assumed the government 
ofr India and put in whut is known 
as a merit system, putting men in 
all positions below the hignest admiuistra- 
tive offices from open, competitive exam- 
inations, and it is a noteworthy fact that 
the improvement of the civil service in 
Great britain came to England by way of 
India. AS a result England keeps only 74,- 
QW svo.d ers in India, waich amounts to only 
one iu. every 383800. The same ratio in the 
Philipp.ies wouid call for an army of 210 
men. 

‘“‘In the Island of Jamaica, where the con- 
ditions are really less favorable than in 
Porto Rico, England has fewer than 100 
men, enough British soldiers to police and 
keep in order a population of over 700,000. 
Jamaica is larger than Porto Rico. 

“In the Dutch possessions of the East 
Indias, where the population is even more 
warlike and ungovernable than that of the 
Philippine archipelago, the entire Dutch 
force is 16,000 tu control a population ef 
46,000,000, greater than that of the mother 
country.

NOT AS BAD AS IT SEEMS. 


No Danger of Immediate Trouble in 
the Transvaal. 

LONDON, Jan. 2.—Mr. Chamberlain's at- 
titude regarding the Boer troubles in the 
Transvaal has thus far been firm. He re- 
fuses to be drawn out by President Krueger 
and has deprecated, publicly, the attitude 
of the latter’s extreme anti-British sup 
porters, asserting that the relations be- 
tween England and the Transvaal are ex- 
cellent.
